False Impression of Poe 


LIVES OF TWO POETS CONFUSED 


Declared Due To Brother 


» 


New York, December 2.—A _ false 
impression of the life of Edgar Allan 
Poe pervails in the national mind as 
the result of biographers confusing 
his life with that of a little known 
beother, it is contended by Henry Al- 
len and Thomas Olive Mabbott in a 
biography of William Henry Leonard 
Poe, the brother, to be published soon. 

Henry Poe, as the authors call him, 
was born, like his brother, in Boston 
in 1807. He died in 1851. He was 
Edgar's elder by two years. The 
authors do not find confusion in the 
general character of the brothers, duc 
to alleged composite pictures in pre- 


assert, the brothers were much alike, 
‘but they perceive\a confusion of the 
| brothers’ experiences. 

“Henry,” they say, “is known to 
have been rather wild, to have eurly 
| developed a fondness for drink, to 
| have been fond of female society—and 
ito have died young. ‘That he also 
‘must have possessed a considerable 


charm, not a little talent, a somewhat 
rrecocious development, and a_ vivid 
imagination—what little we have from 
his immature pen seems clearly to 
inilicate.” 

Even Henry's physical appearance 
was much like that of Edgar, but 
he was a little taller. He wrote 
poetry on lugubrious themes, was 
either enlisted in the navy or attached 
to a merchantman, suffered from mel- 
ancholy and died early of tubercu- 
losis.

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SOLD AT SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga December 2.—(P)— 
Hershal V. Jenkins, of Savannah, to- 
day bought the stock in the Savannah 
Morning News owned by the estate of 
the late Frank G. Bell, president and 
manager, and will succeed to the 
presidency: of the corporation within 
the next few days. 


Mr. Jenkins has had no newspaper 
experience, but he is a business mn 
and financier, having been connected 
with the Central of Georgia Railway 
company since 1888. 

Mr. Bell died August 12, this year. 
His successor as president was not 
chosen, the affairs of the paper being 
managed by the organization which he 
had built up. Mr. Jenkins acquired 
control of the paper today when he pur- 
chased from the Citizens and Southern 
bank, trustee for the Bell estate, all of 
the stock owned by Mr. Bell. 

Mr. Jenkins does not plan to make 
any changes in the personnel of the 
organization, it is stated.

Offers Family Bible. 

Nearly exhausted from his efforts, 
late in the afternoon he replaced upon 
the counsel table the Stevens’ family 
Bible “into which Senator Simpson,” 
he remarked with scorn, “would have 
introduced a uegro” and left the fate 
of Mrs. Hall and her brothers, as far 
as the defense was concerned, in the 
hands of the jury. 


“Give them a chance to live out 
what remains to them of their lives 
with clean names. Let them go on 
living the kind of lives they have led, 
and believing in this book,” he pleaded. 

Friday morning Senator Alexander 
Simpson will sum up for the prosecu- 
tion, after which Judge Charles Par- 
ker will charge the jury and a speedy 
verdict is anticipated, 

For the first hour of Thursday’s 
session, former Attorney General Mc- 
Carter put the finishing touches to 
the effective summation he had begun 
upon the previous day. 

Pleading with the jury to “end this 
prosecution and free this family,” he 
concluded dramatically: 

“Let them realize that you gentle- 
men are not of this motley crowd who, 
ynder the guise of ferreting out crime, 
are seeking to acquire wealth and 
hope to gain political ascendency.” 

Once more McCarter flung out the 
thought that James Mills, husband of 
the murdered choir singer, might be 
guilty of the crime. 

Again he assailed Senator Simpson 
for the latter’s conduct of the state's 
case and said to the little prosecutor, 
who was peering up at him quizzi- 
cally: 

“Things have been done here for 
which I am inclined to believe some- 
one might be disbarred.”

Senator Case, in opening his ad- 
dress, which was devoted to defending 
Henry Stevens, the fisherman of La- 
vallette, and to attacking the “pig 
woman,” also paid his respects to the 
prosecutor. 

“The prosecution in this case has 
been nasty and unfair and vindic- 
tive,” he declared, “and I am wonder- 
ing whether someone else should not 
have been named by the prosecution.” 

Says Recter Was Robbed. 

Aft:: criticizing the “helter-skelter” 
manner in which the state’s case had 
been presented, Case asserted that if 
Raymond Schneider, the boy who 
found the bodies, had been put ,on 
the stand “we could have shown on 
cross-examination that he rifled Mr. 
i: ll’s body of the watch and fob and 
mone:.” 

The calling card alleged to have 
borne the fingerprint of “Willie” 
Was never properly shown to have 
been found at the feet of Mr. Hall, 
the lawyer said. : 

Henry D. Carpender is not being 
tried with his three cousins, although 
accused of the same crime. This, Case 
said, was because Simpson knows the 
defense would bring alibi witnesses 
for him who would further attack 
Mrs. Gibson’s story of what she saw 
on the murder night. The second in- 
; dictment against the defendants is not 
being tried with the first because 
Simpson wants “to harass these de- 
fendants by holding another trial over 
their heads,” he said. 


Says Evidence Is “Flimsy.” 

Attacking the “flimsy evidence” in- 
troduced the state, Case exclaimed: 

“What has all this achieved now 
that it did not four years ago?” 

Senator Simpson, who had been 
wrapped in thought, cocked his head. 

“An indictment?” he guessed, audi- 
bly. 

The judge’s gavel silenced the snick- 
er that ran through the courtroom. 

Among the new evidence produced 
by the state, Case went on, were “a 
phony print, two convicts and a new 
version from Mrs. Gibson.” 


This new version, he then discussed 
in detail. It was important, he main- 
tained, that the falsity of Mrs. Gib- 
son’s story be established “because it 
is on that story that they want to 
| hang the people sitting there.” Turn- 
:ing, he pointed theatrically to the at- 

tentive defendants. 

“The pig woman,” Case declared, 

‘after ridiculing her testimony, was 
“out of whack with society and not 
i controlled by the anchors which con- 
trol most of us.” 
| Pictures Double Killing. 
' “T am going to try and tell you how 
Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills were killed,” 
the lawyer went on. Using his asso- 
ciate, Timothy N. Pfeiffer, in lieu of 
the wax mannikip produced by the 
state, Case demonstrated. 

“My contention is that those peonle 
| were slain as they sat, that there was 
no struggle, no fight. no loud words, 
that someone came from behind and 
shot them,” he said. 

“This crime may have been com- 
mitted by Mrs. Gibson herself,’’ he ex- 
claimed suddenly, his voice rising to 
a shout, “It is pos#ble she went out 
that night with a revolver and com- 
mitted these murders, She bas ad- 
mitted that she had been waiting for 
persons who had been stealing her 
corn. She has admitted shooting at 
people who were ‘doing something 
they ought not to do.’ 

“May it not have been that she saw 
Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills? Suspecting 
this couple or ‘spying’ upon them, she 
may have followed them to the crab- 
apple tree and shot them. And to still 
the gurgling of Mrs. Mills, she may 
have cut her throat. 

“It is within the realm of possi- 
bility, if not of probability, that this 


| woman committed that crime. 


“There is more in this suggestion

Over and over Chris Olsen has told 
people of a peculiar dream in the 
last several weeks. His stubby chin 
quivered and his pale-blue eyes filled 
with tears as he told it. He had 
seen Clara lying on her face in the 
grave on the hill near Rising. Stun. The 
body was dug up under the direction 
of Coroner Frank S. Holly and re-

would have fallen had not his son’ 
supported him. They carried him out 
into the air and he came to. Then 
he walked away from the arm his 
son had thrown around his shoulders 
and across the street and leaned his 
face on his arm agamst a tree and 
wept.

With the finding of the body the 
girl’s father disclosed the details of 
the domestic tragedy that led to the 
murder. Just before Clara left home, 
he said, she told him that she was 
to become a mother and that Erdman 
Olsen was the father. 

Young Olsen put Clara’s father off 
when he went to Galesville and told 
him he wanted him to marry his 
daughter. 

The finding of the body gave im- 
petus also to the search for Erdman. 

No one appears to have now the 
slightest doubt he. killed the girl. 
Chris Olsen’s private detectives still 
are looking for him. Shertff Sher- 
wood is said to have some informa- 
tion; there are hints he has an aunt 
in California and may be there, 


Letter Is Given Out. 

A plea that his parents forgot him 
and denial that he knew where Clara 
Olson could be located was contained 
in the letter Erdman Olson wrote 
before he lef Gale college, the full 
text of which was learned tonight. 

“I had some visitors yesterday and 
they were real nice about some 
things.” He, the old man (Chris Ol- 
son) claims that he has absolute proof 
that I know where she is and I have 
not the least idea of her location. I 
cooked up a story that she was in 
St. Paul and that I would have to 
have some time to get her back here. 

“I am leaving tonight for some place 
where no one knows, Life is sweet and 
hard to part with, but I say this, 
that I would rather take death than 
captivity.” 

“Give Orvid (his younger brother) 
everything that he can use of my 
stuff. He is only one brother in. a 
thousand. * ‘ 

“Sometimes I may write to you, 
but I can’t say that you will ever see 
me again, unless it may be in a cof- 

in. 

“Live for Orvid, he will repay you 
many, many times for what you sac- 
rifice for him. No child has ever had 
truer metal in it than he has.” 

“These people cannot prove any- 
thing definite, although they will try. 
Goodbye and God bless you all. You 
i have not failed as parents, but I failed 
as a son. ' 
“Erdman.” 

“P. S.—I told everyone that I am 
going to a doctor for an operation.

The decision, climax of a year’s dis- 
pute over wage increase demands of 


trainmen, conductors, baggagemen and |: 


flagmen, was rendered almost coir-i- 
dent with ennouncement of L. R. 
Gwyn, vice president of the American 
Railway Express company, and lead- 
ers of unions representing 65,000 em 
ployes, that they too had decided to 
arbitrate a wage dispute that has been 
under discussion since October, 1925. 

Today’s decision of the arbitration 
board, granted a 7 1-2 per cent in- 
crease to the eastern trainmen. The 
employes had sought a 19 per cent in- 
crease, and the railway companies had 


justified at this time. 

The decision also has been consid- 
ered uwaited by Canadian rail em- 
ployes, who recently voted to strike, 
but postponed the date for it until 
the dispute on the eastern railroads 
were settled. 

The increase on eastern railroads 
will becomc effective as from Octo-

New Orleans, La., December 2.—(@) 
A modern tale of bootleg buccaneers, 
ivaling the most lurid piratical ex- 
ploits of Jean La Fitte along the 


rivaling 


gulf coast, and Louisiana bayous in 
the early 18th century, has been en- 


acted here in the kidnaping of a fed- 


eral prohibition agent and a coast 
guardsman by a French rum running 
schooner whder the very nose of. Uncle 
Sam’s ay navy. 

Their fate remained a mystery to- 
night, 72 hours after they are be- 
lived to have been overpowered and 
taken as prisoners to an unknown 
destination. Fleet cutters and patrol 
boats of the coast guard service con- 
tinue to scour the gulf from Galres- 
ton to Key West, but so far their 
search for the andadcious little schoon- 
er has been fruitless. 

Men Were Overpowered. 

Only conjecture can be advanced 
as to what happened when the aux- 
illiary vessel, the Arsene J., escaped 
from the cutter CG-302 with two of 
the rum chaser’s crew who were left 
aboard to guard the schooner’s cargo 
of liquor, with the Arsene’s crew as 
their prisoners. 

The popular belief, however, is 
that finding they greatly outnumber- 
ed their guards, the men of the Ar- 
gene J, fell upon them and clapped 
them in irons, even as the celebrated 
La litte was set upon more than once 
by a mutinous crew under the dread 
akull and cross bones flag of his pirate 


ship. 

masters of their ship, the 
crew of the Arsene J. is believed to 
have headed her out into the gulf 
under full sail and power, bound for 
the shelter of a nearby foreign port 
and the source of their contraband 
cargoes. Whether harm has befallen 
the two men remains to be determined, 
although local federal prohibition 
agents have discounted any sugges- 
tions that they may have been the 
victims of violence. 

May Go to Nassau. 

Unless ,the fugitive schooner has 
met with mishap, she is believed to 
have made for Nassau or some of the 
outlying Bahama islands, long a 
amuggler’s rendezvous. It is likely 
also that she has sought refuge in a 
Cuban port. 

Her negro commander, F. Woods, 
is Wescribed as a clever seaman and 
a daring smuggler, who has figured 
in an investigation of another rum 
schooner. 

Consular officials in nearby foreign 
ports have been ordered to maintain 
a vigilant watch and brin 
ings to return the Arsene J. and her 
crew to the United Stf#tes when she 
is located. The crew, it was said in 
marine circles here, will face charges 
of assault on the high seas, or possibly 
graver charges if J. B. Matthews, as- 
sistant prohibition administrator, of 
New Orleans, and the petty officer 
have come to harm.

Included in the jewelry, she said. was 
a string of pearls which were “not 
real.” 

Miss Caldwell wept several times 
as she told her story. She lost control 
of her emotions when. in describing 
her relations with Hubbard, she said 
she insisted that he marry her but 
that he refused, saying it “would be 
a disgrace.” 

Under questioning of her attorney, 
she related in detail her relations 
with Hubbard from the time they 
met in an Atlantic City cabaret in 
1921 until the final break in 1924, 
following her return from the Pacific 
coast. Much of today’s session was 
occupied in reading letters which Miss 
Caldwell identified as having received 
from Hubbard. 

They exchanged letters for a while, 
Miss Caldwell said, but Hubbard fi- 
nally stopped writing.

ON ONL, LAND LAWS 


Washington, December 2.-—()— 
The controversy with Mexico over new 
Mexican oil laws took a new turn 
today when the Mexican embassy is- 
sred: an explanatory statement as- 
serting that th: Mexican government 
would confirm rights of foreign com- 
panies through the proposed conces- 
sions and that the 50-year limitation 
on these concessions applied only to 
Mexican companies. 

Existing rights of foreign companies, 
the statement said, “will have ex- 
actly the same duration as ihe orig- 
inal rights, being either for the entire 
life of the company or for the time 
provided in the contracts oa which 
those rights are based.” 


[t adds that such foreign company 
rights acquired prior to May 1, 1917, 
“will be confirmed by the Mexican gov- 
ernment, not only without cost but 
without the declaration renouncing 
diplomatie protection required by the 
law for future acquisitions.”

Resolution Passed by Gridiron Mentors “Deprecat: 
Growing Tendency in This Regard” and Moves To 
Halt Presentation of Additional Honors. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 2.—(By the Associated Press) —The 
Association of Southern Football Coaches tonight went on record against 
the conferring of special awards for the winning of individual games, 
state, sectional or conference championships. 


Presented by Wilbur C. Smith, 
athletic director at Tulane university 
New Orleans, the resoluiion declared 
that such awards were “detrimental 
et best interest of true sportsma _- 
ship. 


In addition to the Pickens’ trophy, 
which has been awarded the winner 
of the conference title, state cham- 
pionship awards have been customary 
in several states for many years. In 
some cases, it was pointed out, 
trophies have been given for the win- 
ning of individual games. 

The resolution reads: , 

“Resolved: That it is opinion o 
the Association of Southern Foot- 
ball Coaches that the presentation of 
special awards for the winning of in- 
dividual games, state, secticnal or con- 
ference championships, is detrimental 
to the best interest of true sports- 
manship; that the winning of games 
is over-emphasized by the above ac- 
tion Of interested outsiders; that the 
honorable winning of games requires 
no special awards; that the associa- 
tion deprecates the growing tendency 
in this regard and that such publicity 
as is necessary to prevent increased 
activities in this respect be asked of 
the press.” 

A business sessien followed the an- 
nnal association banquet at which 
Wallace W. Wade, athletic director 


of the University of Alabama, was 


—— 


elected president of the associa Fhe 
for the ensuing year. B. B. - 
son, head coach at Virginia Military 
institute, was chosen vice president, 
and R. A. Fetzer, athletic director at 
the University of North Carolina, sé€e- 
retary-treasurer. 

Herman J. Stegeman, athletie di- 
rector at the University of Georgia, 
and retiring president of the. associa- 
tion, presided. 

Among the topics discussed was the 
“scouting” practice in football rela- 
tionships, but the association took no 
definite stand on the matter. 

Coach Wade led the discussion on 
scouting. He said he believed there 
was no evil in scouting as practiced in 
the southern conference. 
eral evils if the practice were discoti- 
tinned. Scouting enables the coache 
to become acquainted with each other 
and makes them more secure in their 
positions, he said. 

“Many persons who have decried 
scouting were not acquainted with the 
facts about it,” said Wade. “It pro- 
vides excellent mental training for 
the players and tends to make football 
less spectacular. To abolish scouting 
would be to cater more to the s 
tors of the game than to the p 
who are interested more in the game 
for its own sake.”

Baseball 


in Summer 


Proposal Would Ban Participation in Any Game Where 
Hat Is Passed or Gate Collection Made—Many | 
Carry-over Questions Will Be Discussed. ; 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 2.—(AP)s—Ready for a two days’ legis- 
lative session which begins tomorrow, representatives of the southern 
conference, arbiter of major southern collegiate athletic activities, ar- 
rived on the scene of their annual meeting tonight. 


Heading the van was Dr. 8. V. 
Sanford, dean of Franklin college, 
University of Georgia, and president 
of the conference since its formation 
in 1921. Others to arrive tonight in 
cluded representatives from Ken 
tucky and Maryland on the far north- 
ern boundary of the conference terri: 
tory. 

Questions of athletic control to 
come before the body during its ses- 
sions here include eligibility rules, 
professionalism versus preservation of 
the amateur game, and technical. mat- 
ters pertaining to the structure of 
southern intercollegiate sports. 

“Bye, ae summer baseball” so far 
as the college athlete is concerned if 
the southern conference adopts 1 


‘drastic by-law which will be placed 


before it at this session by the execu- 
tive committee. 

Summer baseball is alreaily virtual- 
ly denied the conference player, but 
the executive committee has proposed 
a by-law which would be in the way 
of a final ruling on the subject. 


The Proposal. 


It is this: 

“No student shall~he eligible for 
intercollegiate athletics who has play- 
ed baseball on any team other than 
that of his college where an admission 
fee is charged or a collection taken.” 

Six or seven rules in the book of by- 
laws already provide that the confer- 
ence athlete cannot participate in 
intercollegiate athletics if he receives 
money, plays on a team that engages 
in more than three games a week. 
or is a member of a club recognized 
by the national baseball commission. 
These rules were bolstered with an- 
other which read that the college 
player could not even sign a contract 


rofessional club before *he 
played his final collegé game. 

If the conference adopts the new- 
est by-law proposed by the executive 
committee, sand lot baseball will be 
about the only summer game open to 
the college player during vracativn, 
and the hat cannot be passed for pen- 
nies. , 
The purpose of the rules is to pre 
gerve the amateur status of pe ses 
players and to bring to thé southern 
conference game the highest plane of 
amateur sport in the country.

League of Women Voters Wednesday 
voted to campaign for repeal of state 
laws against birth control, the de- 
cision ending a three-year fight among 
organization members. 

The vote of the delegates of the 
league in convention here was 53 to 
42. The resolution read: 

“Amendment to penal code permit- 
ting physicians to give contraceptive 
prescriptions to marri¢d women. This 
c’ inge; the present law which makes 
it a crime for physicians to give birth 
control treatment or information to 
anyone except married women suffer- 
ing from illness and disease. 

“The proposed amendment extends 
this exception so as to permit phy- 
sicians to give such information to 
any married woman who may care to 
use it. This measure has the support 
of many of the most respected phy- 
sicians, nurses and social workers 
throughout the state.”

SUGAR FREIGHT 
GUTIS PROPOSED 


Washington, December 2.—()—A 
sweeping revision of freight rates on 
sugar throughout the southeast quar- 
ter of the United States was recom- 
mended to the interstate eommerce 
commission today by Frank Weaver, a 
commission examiner who has investi- 
gated a group of complaints made by 
shippers and sugar refiners. 

The abrogation of all existing freight 
schedules applying to sugar in the ter- 
ritury was suggested. In lien thereof 
the commission was advised to lay 
down a mileage scale by which ship- 
ments to five miles would be charged 
10 cents per hundred pounds; of 500 
miles, 42 cents per hundred pounda, 
and of 1,500 miles, 77 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, with variations in pro- 
portion for intervening distances. Th‘s 
scale would apply to shipments movy- 
ing out of Baltimore, New Orleans, 
«ty gece Charleston, S. C., and Nor- 
olk 


From Philadelphia sugar shipments 
would be given a rate of 3 cents added 
to the mileage scale; from New York, 
4 cents above, and from Boston 6 cents 
above. Shipments moving by water 
and rail should be charged at 3 cents 
below the all-rail, while shipments go- 
ing into Florida territory should also 
bear an addition to the mileage scale 
to alow for-higher operating costs. 

In addition the examiner said that 
state rates maintained on sugar in 
Georgia, South Carolina and Virginia 
at the present time were unfair to in- 
terstate commerce and the commission 
was advised to make the mileage scaie 
applicable in place of these rates. The 
commission itself must pass upon the 
findings and approve them before they 
become effective.
